Mount Athos is ſo high, that it is thought to reach a⸗ 
bone the place from whence the raine falleth. The opinion 
bath a likelthod of trueth,becauſe the aſhes are not waſhed 
from the Altars in the toppe thereof, but continuchy in the 
ſame heape whole as they were left. This Hill ſhoteth 
not with an elbowe into the Dea, as other Hilles do, but 
it keepeth on whole, and aduaunecth with a whole bꝛeaſt, a 
great length into the Dea.
